NEW FEDERAL TAX 


St. Louisans by the thousands 

are buying liquor in case lots 
these days in an effort to beat the 
new federal liquor tax increase 
which goes into effect Thursday, 
a survey by the Post-Dispatch 
showed today.

Standard prices of about 24 
cents a gallon for regular gaso- 
line, and two cents more. for 
ethyl, were back again on most 
filling station signs after being 
slashed ts as low as 15.9 cents. 
Arthur Krueger, president of 
the Associated Petroleum Retail- 
ers of Greater St. Louis, said most 
prices were changed by last night. 
The price war began in the Man- 
chester section Oct. 1 and spread 
rapidly. 

He reminded dealers and con- 
sumers alike that a new increase 
could be expected Thursday when 
a new federal tax adds one-half 
cent a gallon to the cost of gaso- 
line.

Testifies at Own Trial He 


UFFIGER ADMITS 
HE 1S SOVIET SPY 


Helped Russians Plan 
Invasion of His Coun- 
try. 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 30 (AP)—A 
Swedish navy officer testified in 
court today he worked as a spy 
to aid Russia in preparing plans 
for a possible invasion of Swe- 
den. 
The officer, Ernst Hilding An- 
dersson, is an admitted Commu- 
nist of 25 years’ standing. He 
is on trial.on charges of military 
spying for the Soviet Union. 
Andersson, 42 years old, also 
admitted he spied against Britain. 


The public prosecutor, Werner 
Ryhninger, told the magistrate’s 
court that among Andersson’s ac- 
complices were Konstantin Vino- 
gradov, Russian embassy secre- 
tary; Nicolai Orlov, assistant to 
the Soviet naval attache, and Vic- 
tor Anissimov. a correspondent of 
the official Soviet news agency 
Tass. Orlov, 25, already has been 
ordered to leave this country in 
connection with the Andersson 
case. 

Andersson, an engineer who 
was attached to the naval station 
at Stockholm, has admitted in 
previous sessions of his trial that 
he sold important military infor- 
mation to the Soviet embassy. 

The prosecutor said the case 
was “the most serious in Swedish 
history,” and could be compared 
with the atom spy cases in Brit-

To observers at an 8000-foot 
elevation on Mount Charleston, 
the explosion appeared at least 
three times as bright.and power- 
ful as Sunday’s medium-scale 
blast. It probably was equal to 
100 of the so-called baby A-bombs 
—the first of which began this 
series on Oct. 22. 

A white flash as round and 
large as the sun hit the eyes of 
observers with  semi-blinding 
impact. 

As the white ball contracted, 
red streaks appeared. A smaller 
red bali glowed at the center, 
seemed to rise, and suddenly burst 
open again. 

The initial flash and reaction 
took only,four seconds. Then, the 
familiar tower of gray smoke rose 
into the air. It climbed many hun- 
dreds of feet—perhaps to 3000 
feet—and bulged out into the cus- 
tomary mushroom, royal purple in 
color. 

Cloud at Base of Column. 

A big gray cloud spread out at 
the base of the column, making 
the whole cloud structure resem- 
ble an old-fashioned flower stand 
with a bowl of violets on top. 

At 7:05 came the first blast 
noise, an abrupt boom, but no 
shock was felt. A second or so 
later came a second boom. A 
tinier reverberation, perhaps an 
echo, was heard a minute later. 

Eight minutes after the blast, 
the mushroom had pushed so 
high that it started turning white 
at the top, probably from the 
condensation of carbon dioxide 
particles. It appeared to become 
a virtual snow cloud. 

The top grew rounder and 
whiter, evolving into a huge 
sphere perhaps 2000 feet in di- 
ameter. After 10 minutes the 
white cloud ball was almost sep- 
arated from the grayish brown 
column. 

Ther occurred the most beauti- 
ful transformation. The white ball 
suddenly developed ridges like 
the seams of a baseball. They 


thrust out and gave a view of the 


interior of the cloud sphere. It 
was a breath-taking baby pink 
that glowed softly through the 
white fleecy coating like the 
sugary center of a lightly spun 
cotton candy cone. 

By this time the white cloud 
had risen to at least 22,000 feet, 
and winds were buckling the 
column in the middle. 

The white cloud finally broke 
away from the shaft and all the 
pink rose to one big splotch at 
the top and disappeared. 

By 7:13 the white cloud looked 
just like any ordinary cloud and 
began trailing off. 

Clouds Linger Two Hours. 

The clouds lingered in the sky 
for two hours and spread prob- 
ably 50 miles across the horizon. 

(The United Press said the 
speed with which the atomic cloud 
mushroomed skyward was un- 
usual, compared to past explo- 
sions. It commented on th- “puny 
shock waves” as being less than 
might have been expected from 
the great flash.)

Depcevic estimated that the 
Soviet Union today might have 
about 100 atom bombs. He said 
he thought the United States 
might have about 600 A-bombs. 

“We would like to have some 


of them,” he said. “We could 
use them well.

The general said the next war 
would see the use of certain 
atomic weapons. Russia, he added, 
was ready militarily to attack 
Yugoslavia fh 1948, when the 
Soviets cut off the Yugoslav Com- 
munists from the Cominform, but 
did not do so for fear of United 
States atom bombs.

The assassin’s movements have 
been traced by police, who found 
that in the last two weeks he 
visited the heavily-infested Viet- 
minh area in South Vietnam.

the association bulletin describes 
as “inflated and padded.” 

An additional $12,500,000-a-year 
in new road revenues is being 
sought through a House-approved 
bill, pending in the Senate, to 
increase the state gasoline tax 
from 2 to 3 cents a gallon. 

“It is our honest opinion,” the 
bulletin said, ‘the high fee sched- 
ule on beyond-local vehicles is 
neither necessary, desirable nor in 
the public interest. 

“The increase in truck licenses 
and the l-cent rise in the gaso- 
line tax will bring in $50,000,000 
more than is needed to meet the 
inflated and padded 10-year con- 
struction program proposed by the 
Highway Department. 

“Your representative should be 
very interested in knowing what 
you think of the Senate substitute 
for the truck license bill. The 
only chance he will have is for 
you and other local truck opera- 
tors to see him and tell him.” 

Opposition to New Bill. 

The Bus and Truck Association, 
which spearheaded the powerful 
truck lobby’s fight against fee in- 
crease legislation in the House, 
made no official announcement of 
its opposition to the new bill while 
it was before the Senate. 

By delaying the organized oppo- 
sition to the measure until after 
it cleared the Senate, the associa- 
tion strategists have given color 
to reports that it was their plan 
to wait until the Senate acted on 
the bill and then renew the fight, 
if necessary, in the House—a 
battle ground on which the lobby 
previously won success. 

The association bulletin com- 
pared the present Missouri truck 
fees with the higher charges pro- 
posed under the Senate bill, 
pointing out that the maximum 
local commercial vehicle licenses 
would be increased from $69.66 
to $122, and over-the-road truck 
fees would be increased from a 
top of $203 to $607 a year. 

The big increases, it contended, 
would fall on over-the-road pri- 
vate carriers, haulers of livestock, 
grain and other farm products, 
contract haulers and some com- 
mon carriers. 

“Although the bill contains the 
(increased) weight limits recom- 
mended by this association,” it 
was said, “the fee schedule is 
considerably higher that this as- 
sociation can support or justify.” 

Objection to Fee Schedule. 

It complained that Senate-ap- 
proved fees are higher than the 
national average in some weight 
categories, and that the $600 top 
fee for loaded trucks with a gross 
weight of 54,000 pounds or more 
is $200 higher than the fees in 
Arkansas and Nebraska, $225 
higher than Ohio, and $275 high- 
er than Indiana. 

The association’s bulletin also 
pointed out, correctly, that the 
Senate would begin consideration

Continued progress in the elimi- 
nation of smoke and fly ash in 
St. Louis was reported today by 
Smoke Commissioner James H. 
Carter. 

A total of 2868 gas and oil heat- 
ing units were instaiied in the city 
during the first nine months of 
this year, he said, and additional 
smoke stacks of business concerns 


were equipped this summer with 
ash collectors. 

The number of gas heating 
units installed during the nine 
months totaled 1372, far less than 
the 15,506 units installed during 
the corresponding period of 1950. 
This decrease resulted from the 
freeze on applications invoked by 
Laclede Gas Co. in August 1950, 
because of the heavy demand. 
Units installed this year had been 
approved before the company 
stopped processing applications, 
with permission of the Missouri 
Public Service Commission. 

The unavailability of gas heat 
resulted in an increase in con- 
version to oil burners, Carter 


to 263 in the corresponding pe- 
riod of 195C. 

Carter foresaw no shortage in 
the approved coal supply for 
hand-fired furnaces in the city 
during this heating season. He 
pointed out that the mines have 
been operating all year and that 
because of conversion to other 
fuels, the city’s demand for smoke- 
less coal is now half what it was 
in the 1945-46 heating season, 
when 900,000 tons were required. 

Carter reported that one of the 

three smoke stacks at Anheuser- 
Busch brewery in south St. Louis 
was equipped with a new fly ash 
collector this summer and work 
on installation of similar equip- 
ment on the other two stacks is 
progressing. 
In north St. Loyis, plans have 
been prepared and funds re- 
quested from the Federal Gov- 
ernment for installation of col- 
lection equipment on six stacks 
at the Army Administration Cen- 
ter, 4300 Goodfellow boulevard. 
Four smoke stacks at Union Elec- 
tric Co.’s Cahokia plant have 
been equipped with collectors.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 30 
(AP)—Defense Mobilizer Charles 
E. Wilson helped dedicate a huge 
new steel works today and said 
it symbolized the might of Ameri- 
ca’s growth as an arsenal against 
Russia. 

Boasting that this country now 
produces as much steel in 13 
weeks as the Soviet Union does 
in an entire year, Wilson said: 

“Uncle Joe Stalin and his fel- 
low occupants of the Kremlin 
may not be impressed by moral 
arguments or diplomatic persua- 
sion, but they do read production 
figures. 

“They are fully aware that in 
modern warfare the decisive fac- 
tor lies in industrial support of 
armies, navies and air fleets. 

“So the greatest hope of avoid- 
ing a third world war is in main- 
taining our industrial superiority 
over that of the Soviet empire.” 

The ceremony inaugurated the 
big new open hearth shop of the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp.

URING the past three years, the oppressive apparatus of the 
Kremlin has been employed, above all, against the peasants, who 


still account for half the total 


population of the Soviet Union. 


Industry cannot do well unless the workers are fed. The feeding 
must now be on a better scale than hitherto, because industry has 
called into being a new type of Russian, doing a new type of work. 


This Russian can no longer be 
sustained at his full efficiency 
by the primitive bread and kasha 
ration on which the peasant or 

infantryman can plod his 
way from the cradle to the grave. 

However, the peasants have 
failed to produce the necessary 
food; so Stalin has been com- 
pelled ‘to launch a new revolu- 
tion in the countryside. It is no 
less radical than the collectiviza- 
tion of 20 years ago. It is a revo- 
lution designed to bring Soviet 
agriculture more immediately and 
completely under central control. 


N industry, coercion is a rela- 

tively simple. matter. It is car- 

ried out by so-called trade un- 
fons—simply * government depart- 
ments whose task it is to get the 
most out of the workers for the 
least reward. 

Factory workers are easy to 
oversee and to control; the slack, 
rebellious, or inefficient worker 
is immediately picked out and 
jumped on. 

Lateness and absenteeism are 
punished by forced labor. The 
definition of absenteeism is laid 
down in a decree of the Presidé 
ium of the Supreme Soviet of the 
U.S.S.R. of June 1940: 


“A Soviet workman is guilty of 
absenteeism if he loses more than 
20 minutes’ working time by ar- 
riving late, leaving early, or ex- 
tending his dinner break, or if 
he commits any of these offenses 
three times in one month or four 
times in two consecutive months, 
even if the loss of time in each 
case is less than 20 minutes.” 

The peasants also are subject 
to this discipline. But all the ter- 
ror of the M.V.D. cannot make two 
blades of grass grow where one 
grew before. | 

Originally, the “‘machine trac- 
tor’ stations” were supposed to in- 
sure that the required quantities 
of grain were delivered to the 
state. But sooner or later hu- 
man nature triumphed. 
| First the collective managers, 
then the technicians at the trac- 
tor stations, came to identify 
themselves with the _ villagers 
against the state. The system of 
allowing each household an acre 
and a cow as its own private 
property, intended originally to 
keep the peasants in good heart, 
soon began to threaten the whole 
fabric of the collective system. 

Even before the war, neglect of 
work on the collective acres in 
favor of work on the private plots 
reached such a pitch that the 
average peasant was making twice 
as much from his own small hold- 
ing as he made from his com- 
pulsory work on the collective. 


During the war, the system got 
completely out of hand, and al- 
mest the only food in the towns, 
apart from a starvation ration, 
was what the peasants brought in 
from their private plots and sold 
on the free market at exhorbitant 
prices. 

After the war, it was found 
that: thousands of collectives all 
over Russia had been largely 
broken up by the peasants, with 
the active connivance of the man- 
‘agers, to increase their own small 


the real power retreated increas- 
ingly into the innermost circles 
of the party, the Central Com- 
mittee and its standing subcom- 
mittees. 


But the party itself was still 
devoted to the cause of a Com- 
munist Soviet Union. After the 
great purge of the middle thirties, 
it largely changed its character. 
The militant Communists with 
ideas of their own were removed. 


They have since also been re- 
moved in the Communist parties 
of Eastern Europe and were re- 
placed by time-servers or young 
men and women above all inter- 
ested in Stalin as their personal 
leader. 


During the war the flower of 
the younger men (and it was a 
party predominately young) were 
killed; but their numbers were 
more than made up by the simple 
act of throwing the party open to 
all gifted and active Soviet pa- 
triots who distinguished them- 
selves in any way in the service 
of the State. 

Thus, by 1945, the tiny striking 
force of Leninist fanatics had 
been entirely transformed into an 
organized phalanx of the.best tal- 


ent in the Soviet Union. It was. 


seven million strong, a great pro- 
portion of whom paid only lip 
service to Lenin and to the offi- 
cial ideology. 


| FTER the war the new party 
| was gently purged and re- 


duced to some six millions, 


b~ occupiers of the key positions 


throvghout the land. But still the 
dilution of ideological conscious- 
ness was too great for the party 
to be effective in its traditional 


role as watchdog of the nation’s 
orthodoxy. 


When the time came for the 
active revival of Leninism it was 
found that the party could not 
play its part: it knew all too little 
of Leninism, and had first to be 
educated itself before it could be- 
gin to educate the people. 


The Soviet press nagged in a 
steady crescendo at this failure 
of the party’s ideological con- 
sciousness. But the ever-changing 
party line, the excesses of the 
campaign to convince the dull 
masses that Soviet man was a 
new sort of man, the stupidities 
of the propagandists, the abject 
contortions of the intelligentsia, 
the shortages of everything that 
makes life worth living, the pat- 
ent lies of the statisticians, the 
continued severity of police rule 
—all these worked together for 
the disillusionment of the new 
party. 

Those who were naturally de- 
cent became cynical, profoundly 
conscious of the gulf between the 
common people, treated like dirt, 
and themselves. 


Those who were naturally venal 
became utterly corrupted... And 
this alienation between party and

Sound and Workable 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispztch: 

In your recent editorial on Gov. 
Smith’s tax reduction plan you suggest 
that after state needs have been met, 
the logical course would be to reduce 
the state sales rather than income tax. 
pointing out. however, that this would 
be hard to do. 

Having had the experience of under- 
taking to work out the mechanics of a 
sales tax reduction, I should like to add 
that the difficulties would be such as 
to make it unfeasible. Fractional cent 
changes in sales tax rates would only 
result in hopeless confusion for retail 
sales people and public alike, and would 
bring insoluble administrative problems. 

Leaving aside all comment about pol- 
itics and motivation, I should like to 
say the plan presented recently by Gov. 

_ Smith is sound and workable and that 
it is in the interest of the state as a 
whole, including the sales tax paying 
public. 

This is because it has an advantage 
that transcends the relief it gives in- 
come taxpayers. That is, it relates state 
exvenditures more closely than at pres- 
ent to the amount of money the state 
takes from its taxpayers rather than to 
surpluses available. 

Demands for more and more state 
spending growing out of the huge sur- 
pluses that have been accumulated 
threaten to build the state a level of 
expenditure that could result in a 
crushing burden of taxation. if even a 
slight recession occurred. That would 
more than likely result in a call on the 
sales tax as the only revenue-producer 
big enough to fill the hill. And because 
of difficulty in administration of frae- 
“tional rates, the increased sales tax rate 
called for would probably be a half- 
cent or a cent more. 

By providing a brake against too 
great accumulation of surpluses and set- 
ting up an emergency cushion and 
working balance, the tax reduction plan 
offers two-fold protection against the 
foregoing contingency. Also, as you 
point out, the plan would permit the 
state “to recapture the rebated income 
tax revenue if some future Governor 
happened to need it.” |

There can be little real satisfaction for Win- 

ston Churchill in a prime ministersRip which 
rests on an electoral foundation so dubious as 
the one which sends him back to Downing 
Street. Though he received an over-all edge of 
19 seats in the House of Commons, he lacked by 
200,000 a plurality of the popular vote. 

In this sounds a warning for the United States. 
For it is altogether possible that next year the 
people will chose one nominee for President in 
the total popular vote, while this vote will be 
so distributed as to give the other nominee a 
majority in the Electoral College and hence the 
White House prize. 

This conflict came close to happening in the 
Truman-Dewey election of 1948. President Tru- 
man held a popular lead over. Gov. Dewey of 
about 2.000.000, yet with but very slight change 
in the distribution of the Republican vote Gov. 
Dewey would have won the electoral majority. 
This is because the winner of a narrow popular 
majority gets all of a state’s electoral vote. 

The American people do not need to runh 
the risk of dissension and turmoil which would 
follow such an election. We can be sure, for 
example, that Senator Taft, were he to win a 
popular majority, only to lose in the Electoral 
College, would- feel that an election had been 
stolen from him. :

History tells us that this has happened more 
than once. In 1888 Grover Cleveland, Democrat 
seeking re-election, received approximately 100,- 
000 more popular votes than Benjamin Harrison. 
The Harrison vote, however, was so distributed 
among the states as to give the Republican 
nominee 233 electoral votes to Cleveland’s 168. 

Feeling ran high after that frustrating result. 
Ritterness was even greater in 1876 when Sam- 
uel J. Tilden, Democrat, received a quarter of 
a million more popular votes than Rutherford 
B. Hayes, Republican, who was declared, after a 
hard-fought contest, to have won 185 electoral 
votes to 184 for Tilden. 

Andrew Jackson led a field of four in popular 
votes in 1824. Yet because he did not have a 
majority in the Electoral College, the race was 
thrown into the House of Representatives. Out 
of that hurly-burly came President John Quincy 
Adams though he had only two-thirds as many 
popular votes as Jackson. 

Objections to the Electoral College are nu- 
merous and sound. First, it represents an out- 
moded philosophy of government—fear of elec- 
tion by the people. So the Founding Fathers 
created a fifth wheel which is of no utter use 
and has already caused much harm. Second, it 
is an invitation to elect a President and defeat 
him at one and the same time. Third, it invites 
narrow, racial, religious and otherwise dema- 
gogic appeals to small organized minority groups 
in pivotal states.

Were the Electoral College abolished, one 
citizen's vote would carry as much weight as 
every other citizen's vote and no more. There 
would be no incentive for low-grade appeals for 
the votes of a minority racial group, in New 
York, for example, in the hope of tipping the 
scales to win all of New York’s electoral votes. 

Anti-Truman Democrats in the South may 
tinker with the Electoral College machinery 
next year as the Gov. Tuck group tried to do 
in Virginia in 1948. 

For years the late Grand Old Man of the Sen- 
ate, Norris of Nebraska, joined by Representa- 
tive Lea of California, tried to cut away the 
anachronistic Electoral College. More recently 
Senator Lodge of Massachusetts and former Con- 
gressman Gossett of Texas sought a constitu- 
tional amendment to pro-rate the electoral vote 
according to the popular vote. 

The Post-Dispatch remedy is simple: Do away 
with the Electoral College. It serves no useful 
purpose. It may be the cause of untold dissen- 
sion. Let Congress submit the issue to the people 
when it meets in January. Failure to do so may 
lead to a controversy of tremendous proportions. 
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Clean Bill for an Index 


When prices are rapidly changing, the official 
indexes of prices often seem to understate the 
changes. The housewife at the check-out counter 
is not dealing with averages, medians or means, 
and so she may suspect that the cost-of-living 
index does not go up as fast as the cost of tiving. 


Housewives and others interested now have 
the word of a House labor subcommittee that 
the Government's cost-of-living index—officially 
known as the consumer price index—is in pretty 
good shape. After an extensive study of the 
index, the subcommittee suggests only that it 
be published sooner each month and that it be 
constantly reviewed so that it may reflect 
changes in buying habits. Generally, it finds 
the index has earned public confidence. 

The subcommittee was altogether right, we 
think, in rejecting the suggestion that federal 
income taxes should be included in the index 
as a cost-of-living item. There is no question 
that income taxes have the same kind of impact 
on the average person as some items in the 
cost of living. But if they were included in the 
index, and then wages were adjusted to the 
index, the effect would be to pass on future 
tax increases to somebody else. 

That is also the effect when corporations 
treat their income taxes as a cost of doing busi- 
ness and increase their prices to reflect in- 
creases in the tax. In justice, income taxes 
should be considered neither as cost of living 
nor as cost of doing business, but as a cost of 
government which has to be fairly shared by all. 
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End of the Nimitz Board 


Senator McCarran has won his jurisdictional 
strike against the Nimitz Commission on Inter- 
nal Security and Individual Rights. So ends an- 
other dismal chapter in the McCarthyism story. 

The Nevada Democrat heads his own subcom- 
mittee on internal security, which competes with 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
for the high privilege of pillorying victims fin- 
gered by Senator McCarthy. The McCarran com- 
mittee’s latest triumph was its smear operation 
against Ambassador Philip Jessup. 

Naturally enough, Senator McCarran resented 
the prospect of competition from an executive 
commission, and all the more so since the Nimitz 
board was set up not only to study subversive 
activities, but specifically td protect individual 
rights in the process of doing so. Furthermore, 
Senator McCarran was in a position to make his 
resentment effective..As chairman of the Senate 
Judiciary Committee he could and did block pas- 
page of a law to enable the Nimitz Commission to 
function. The members resigned in May, and 
President Truman has now accepted their resig- 
nations and decided not to replace them. 

We hate to say “told you so,” but the fact is, 
as we pointed out when the Nimitz commission 
was appointed last January, that Mr. Truman's 
gesture came far too late. The Post-Dispatch, 
the Washington Post and others had strongly 
urged the appointment of such an impartial citi- 


zens’ body as long ago as 1949, when Senator 
McCarthy was just winding up to pitch. me © 
board of high standing been appointed then, the 
people would have been assured a nonpolitical 
study of subversive activities and perhaps 
spared the excesses of the political witch-hunt 
which McCarthyism has become. Mr. Truman 
failed to act then. By the time he got around to 
acting, his head was already in Senator McCar- 
ran’s mouth. The Senator chomped, and that 
was the end of the Nimitz Commission. 
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No Broken Swords 


Winston Churchill had no sooner come to 
power in England than the Egyptian Govern- 
ment confronted him with what it terms a “war 
footing.” As a military challenge this is a jokea 
As a problem for Western diplomacy it is some- 
thing else again. : 

Egypt has named a war council and, approved 
manpower mobilization. This will not alarm Mr. 
Churchill. The Egyptian Army: which could not 
even hold a small front against Israe] could 
hardly toss the British out of the Suez area. 

Very possibly the ‘corrupt and contented Gov- 
ernment of Egypt does not~ intend to try, at 
least by use of force. The junking of the treaties 
for British defense of the canal, the whipped-up 
emotional nationalism and the “war footing” 
might all be part of an elaborate scheme to 
grab economic control of the canal and its 
revenues. In any event the Egyptian Govern- 
ment has used frenzied nationalism to hide its 
weakness from its own people. 

However this may be, there is a real danger 
in the nationalistic fervor in Egypt. For nation- 
alism has inflamed much of the world from 
Morocco to Indonesia. It may be emotional, 
illogical and dangerous. It is also a legacy of 
centuries of colonialism, and a world .force. 

Two problems arise from this. One is that 
even the Egyptian Government which stirred 
up such nationalism may not be able to hold 
it in check. The other is that if emotionalism 
leads to bloodshed, a broad belt of peoples may 
forget that war was Egypt’s mistake, that Egypt 
one-sidedly broke its treaty with Britain, that 
Egypt’s pathetic policy could in the end weaken 
the defense of all non-Communist nations. 

In short, it is possible that Egypt could lose 
a battle with Britain and still, in losing, drop 
a broken sword of bitterness between the West- 
ern powers and the Middle Eastern and Asian 
peoples who aspire to the fullest freedom. 

Britain will have to defend the Suez Canal— 
by force if it comes to that—but all the skill of 
British and American diplomacy must be di- 
rected toward seeing that it is not compelled 
to do so. Bloodshed would be a disaster. 
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As to Iron Taskmasters 

Under the heading of “The Hungry Young 
Coach of Nebraska,” The Saturday Evening Post’ 
describes Bill Glassford, the Cornhusker foot- 
ball coach. He is an “iron taskmaster.” His 
“long-suffering teams” are ‘‘building up again.” 
Mr. Glassford is, we gather, tough, business-like 
and demanding.., 

Somehow we hope Coach Glassford survives 
all this heady praise. Last year a national maga- 
zine devoted a similar article to a previously 
successful coach whose team thereupon had a 
disastrous season. As for Mr. Glassford’s Corn- 
huskers, they have not won a game this year. 

All of this points a moral, which is not neces- 
Sarily the need to keep out of magazine pub- 
licity. It is simply that nobody in football is as 
tough, business-like and demanding as a coach, 
except the alumni and spectators. They are the 
iron taskmasters who make the sufferings short 
for coaches with long-suffering teams. 

And since nobody in bigtime football seems 
anything but tough and demanding, may we 
express a modest measure of sympathy for all? 
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Using Any Old Stick 

Is it impossible for Senator Taft to make a 
case against the Truman Administration without 
distorting the facts of history? 

At the outset of his presidential campaign, 
this might be a good question for the Senator 
to ask himself. A great many people, we think, 
have steeled themselves to hear Mr. Taft out. 
on the theory that his point of view deserves 
a hearing. He will sharply discourage that po- 
tential audience if he insults them by painting 
a picture of the world which they know, and 
which he should know, to be false. 


For example, the Ohio Senator is accusing 
the Democratic Administration of having built 
up Russia. He says the Democrats “gave” the 
Russians their present military position in cen- 
tral Europe. The fact is, as the Senator surely 
must know, that our Government “gave” the 
Kremlin no strategic position it did not have 
the power to take, and that the one barrier to 
the Kremlin’s taking others has been the re- 
sistance organized by our Government. 


For another example, Senator Taft is saying 
that the Korean war has proved the United 
Nations an “utter failure as a means of prevent- 
ing aggression.” Yet he must know that the U.N. 
never had any military power with which to 
prevent aggression, and that it never had the 
legal power even to punish an aggression spon- 
sored and protected by one of the Big Five. 


He must know that despite these handicaps 
aggression has been punished and repelled in 
Korea by a United Nations effort which, even 
if most of the power has been provided by one 
nation, still represents a triumph of collective 
action. And there is no telling how many future 
aggressions this one collective stand in Korea 
may prevent. 

Senator Taft has plenty of scope for criticizing 
the Truman Administration. He ought to make 
his case, and make it strongly. But if he uses 
just any old stick to beat the dog with, he will 
forfeit the respect of the audience he most 
wants to reach. 
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Eleven Months—And One Day 


The one-day strike of 35 AFL Firemen and 
Oilers against the St. Louis School Board is 
over. The union men have won a pay rise of 
about $27 a month and have agreed to a joint 
survey with their employer on a number of 
fringe issues. 

The results come at the expense of the com- 
munity. Public school children had been given 
a holiday so their teachers could attend first-aid 
training courses. The courses were designed to 
prepare the teachers in event of air attack or 
other emergency. ‘The instruction had to be 
called off because of the strike and will be 
given later. 

The union's business agent said the workers 
had been waiting 11 months for the board to 
make a decision on their wage requests. Many 
people will agree that 11 months is a long time 
to wait for such a decision and that the School 
‘Board must bear a share of responsibility. At 
the same time, with a little more patience the 
matter probably could have been adjusted ami- 
cably and without training time loss,

Port of New York Authority; aged 30, solved problems of getting 
sca, highway and air traffic into New York and deploying it; saved 
airport from sinking into bankruptcy and Flushing Bay; and 
showed enviable financial skill in becoming self-supporting.

The Port of New York Authority, now 
celebrating its thirtieth birthday, owes its 
pattern to the Port of London Authority. 

In form a public corporation set up by 
compact between the states of New York 
and New Jersey, it was meant to rescue 
the seaport from chaos and obsolescence by 
reorganizing railway terminal facilities, 
piers and water traffic. 

Thwarted in this first task by the same 
interests whose conflicts called it into be- 
ing, it then turned to the wider task of 
planning and developing the commerce of 
the port as a whole. 

Since 1921 the authority has built, 
bought or taken over for operation four 
interstate bridges, two under-river tunnels, 
four airports, five terminals (for busses, 
lorries and grain barges) but only one 
unit, Port Newark, of the seaport itself. 

Given its natural site and its internation- 
al importance, the port of New York ought 
to be the most modern and best run of the 
world’s receiving centers. Actually, it is a 
conglomeration of the up to date and the 
obsolete, with vested interests holding to 
practices that were old-fashioned in 1900. 


The glaciers made the harbor a wonder- 
ful complex of land and water; Manhattan 
Island in the middle is flanked by the 
navigable Hudson River on the west (with 
New Jersey and the continent behind it 
and canals linking it to the Great Lakes), 
on the north by a deepened cut called the 
Harlem River, on the east by the swift 
estuary called the East River (with Long 
Island on the other side). Staten Island— 
the Borough of Richmond—guards the har- 
bor’s southern entry. 


The Heir of Confusion 


The largest ships can dock alongside 
Manhattan’s shore in less than an hour 
from the open sea and within half a mile 
of the best hotels. 

This maritime paradise is split between 
two sovereign states, a city government 
technically subject to one of them but 
commanding more financial power than 
either, the Federal Government which con- 
trols navigable waters, and a series of 
smaller towns. 

Private interests work through these 
competing authorities or wage their own 
private wars; railway companies control a 
large portion of the Hudson's western 
shore and give way for no man; lighterage 
fifms, shipping concerns and trade union 
politicians exert their various influences 
in various places. 

As long as New York City’s commerce 
came by boat, the island site was lucra- 
tive. Railways added to the city’s prosper- 
ity, one with a franchise down the middle 
of Manhattan, another entering by tunnel 
under*the Hudson, the rest sending goods 
and passengers by ferry from their termi- 
nals on the Jersey side. 

But motor traffic had a contrary effect. 
As it increased. New York was shocked to 
find its valuable waters were a handicap. 


Cars could be ferried across the Hudson, 
but too slowly. The city began to fear iso- 
lation from the continent, the continent 
clamored for quick entrance to the city. 


Out of this confusion the Port Authority 
was born in 1921. Its first fruitful attack 
on the problem was to build bridges on 
the city’s fringe, between Staten Island 
and New Jersey. 

The first motor way to enter the city di- 
rect from the west was a four-lane tunnel 
under the Hudson river. built by the two 
states but taken over by the Port Authority 
in 1930. 

A year later it opened its George Wash- 
ington Bridge, suspended over the Hudson 
far above the tallest ship, carrying eight 
lines of motor traffic. It finished a second 
tunnel in 1945, but now finds it crowded 
past capacity and is planning a third tube. 


To Unclog the Streets 


If getting motor traffic into New York 
was the Port Authority’s first engineering 
problem, deploying it was a second, and 
harder, one. Huge busses full of suburban 
dwellers, 10-ton trailer lorries full of 
goods, were now able to reach Manhattan 
under their own power; they brought trade, 
but also they clogged the streets. 

In the last three years the authority has 
moved them to the edge of town and 
speeded their loadings and unloadings by 
providing consolidated facilities. 

The authority’s success In moving goods 
and people back and forth between its two 
parent states landed it with the headache 
of handling air traffic for them. 

It-took over La Guardia Airport, sinking 
into Flushing Bay and into bankruptcy, 
and rescued it from both. | 

It tooh. over Idlewild, the International 
Airport, another city dream too big for 
city resources, and is making it the hub 
of transatlantic and transcontinental plane 
service. 

It transformed Newark Airport from La 
Guardia’s limping competitor to its pros- 
perous complement. 


Road to Self-Support 


It then bought Teterboro Airport (also 
in New Jersey) from a private operator to 
serve the metropolitan district as a center 
for air cargoes and irregular flights. 

In its 30 vears of life the authority's 
financia] skill has had to keep pace with its 
engineering accomplishments. Its money 
came in thé beginning from the two states 
that created it, but the project was in- 
tended to support itself mainly from its 
own revenues. 

A credit structure had to be built which 
would attract private capital, and the right 
granted to it to issue tax-free bonds se- 
cured by proven earning power has be- 
come one of its most valuable assets. 

Thus far criticisms have had little effect 
on the popularity of the “authority” as a 
form of public enterprise. 


Diluting the Highway Plan

Missouri's road program heads to a 
showdown. With a truck fee bill through 
the Senate the next move checks to the 
House. Given the decision on truck fees 
final action on the 1-cent gasoline tax in- 
crease is virtually taken for granted. 

But, at this stage the state has good 
reason to wonder how much the final 
version will be worth to highways. The 
committee that worked last summer 
reached agreement on a truck bill adver- 
tised as worth $12,000,000 to highways. 
This would have meant tripling the pres- 
ent revenue from trucks. It represented 
minimum need. 

Some qualified persons who checked 
the figures believe the original $12,000,- 
000 claim’ is extravagant. Now the Senate 
has cut the fees for local haulers which 
would mean a loss at Jeast above $500,000. 
A more serious amendment to cut license 
fees on passenger cars would cost around 
a million dollars, 


The car license reduction is obvious 
pap to the voting public that means very 
Tittle to fhe individual motorist. We doubt 
that the average car driver will be much 
impressed by lopping a dollar off his an- 
nual license bill. It is almost insulting to 
human intelligence. Yet a million dollars 
is a substantial cut in the road program. 

A heavy truck is a strain on the high- 
Way system regardless of who owns it. 
Trucks account for virtually all the high- 
way wear and tear. The Highway Depart- 
ment ig forced to take account of the 
he a increasing truck traffic in all its 
rebuilding plans. Future highways must 
be built heavier and wider to handle the 
truck load. For their benefits the state 
will have to spend many scores of millions 
in the next decade. 

On one thing at least, virtually all 
motorists agree: Failure to require a full 
share of costs from the truckers would be 
cheating the people of Missouri. 


Between Book Ends 


Close View of the Arab World 


CAIRO TO DAMASCUS, by John Roy Carlson. 

(Alfred A. Knopf, 474 p@s., $4.50.) 

For this sequel to “Under Cover” and 
“The Plotters” the Armenian-American 
who styles himself John Roy Carlson takes 
his reader to the Near East in an eyewit- 
ness account of stirring, significant, and 
sinister happenings of 1948. Employing the 
same investigative techniques and repor- 
torial style that characterized his earlier 
study of and writing about undemocratic 
forces in American life, the author turns 
his major attention upon the Ardbd world 
and the Arab-Jew conflict that accom- 
panied the founding of the state of Israel. 

A light literary touch, crowded with the 
first person singular and many conversa- 
tional episodes, results in a middle of the 
road treatment for a significant problem 
in one of the most explosive areas of the 
temporary world scene. At times the vol- 
ume smacks:of the supercilious travelogue 
of the Halliburton hallmark: on other, less 
frequent occasions the author synthesizes 
and interprets his 
findings in the man- 
ner of an intelligent 
sociologist. At all 
times he puts inter- 
esting material be- 
fore his reader, 
whether it be a 
thumbnail! sketch of 
the Fascist - minded 
Grand Mufti, a ka- 
leidoscopic presen- 
tation of the social 
order in Egypt, a 
bite by bite descrip- 
tion of an Arab 
meal, or one man’s 
reaction to the 
birth pangs of modern Israel. 

Setting out to interpret a segment of 
the Old World to the New, Carlson went 
to Egypt and thence northward with 
Egyptian irregulars destined for the Pales- 
tine fighting. In the Jerusalem area he 
flitted back and forth between Arab and 
Jewish lines in an incredulous fashion that 
lent a comic-opera air to an all too real 
life and death struggle. 

Still more knowledge of Arab life came 
from later travels through Trans-Jordan, 
Syria, and Lebanon, in which areas the 
author made furtive entrance and fast ex- 
its that help cloak the written record in an 
air of intrigue. To balance and broaden his 
study of the two ways of life he found in 
conflict, Carlson closed his Near Eastern 
junket with considerable travel in Israel. 
The reporter who attempted to achieve 
objectivity of outlook, which his inherent 
anti-British, pro-American, anti-Moslem at- 
titudes could not permit him to attain, 
summed up his comparative study of the 
clash of two cultures in these words, “In 
the simplest of terms, Israel, as I saw it, 
represented Good: the Arab world—with 
the cruelty perpetrated upon its vast 
masses, and with the immorality and trans- 
gression of its ruling classes—represented 
Evil.” C. HARVEY GARDINER,

All wars, of course, are stupid, but Mr. 
Woodward goes well beyond that in his 
argument. “The story of the Civil War, if 
properly told,” he says, “sounds like the 
group experiences of a nation of madmen.” 

“Hardly anything in modern history was 
so absolutely foolish.” He claims that noth- 
ing was at stake which could not have been 
adjusted, and which was not adjusted 
later. Why then “a war between brothers?” 

The author lays the blame squarely on 
inflammable oratory and _ irresponsible 
newspapers. Lincoln. he points out, was 
not unalterably opposed to slavery, but 
was so set against secession. “The whole 
thing could have been settled by common 
sense,” he insists—an interesting theory, 
which Mr. Woodward elaborates at con- 
siderable length.

U.S. Consumer Will Pay Bill 
For- Dock Strike in New York

was idle in New York harbor and 
that cargoes, some of a perishable 
nature, were accumulating at the 
rate of $25,000,000 daily. 
Estimate of Losses. 

“Foreign traders in this city: 
who number more than all those 
in other American ports, face 
losses that may mount to hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars,” 
Thomas Jefferson Miley, vice 
president of the association de- 
clared. “Further prolongation of 
the strike will force them out of 
business.” 

Miley estimated that the port 
of New York handled 43 per cent 
of the nation’s more than three 
billion dollars worth of exports 
and about one-half of $6,800,000,- 
000 in imports. It will be the 
American consumer, he pointed 
out, who will “have to pay the 
bill” for increased costs by de- 
terioration and storage charges. 

Impacts of the strike on indus- 
tries dependent to a degree on 
marine shipping already are evi- 
dent here. Members of the New 
York Shipping Association predict 
they will be reflected throughout 
the nation unless the strike is 
brought to an early. end. About 
20,000 jobless stevedores have 
made idie other harbor employes. 
Trucking companies and railroads 
engaged in large-scale hauling of' 
import-export freight have an-| 
nounced “lay-offs” and warn of | 
more. 

Flare-up in Long-standing Feud. 

Nominally, the strike is at- 
tributed to the displeasure of a 
sudstantial faction of the union 
with the terms of a _ working 
agreement negotiated Oct. 8 by 
their reresentatives with the ship- 
Ping association. Actually, it is 
another flare-up in the long-stand- 
ing feud between Joseph P. Ryan, 
life-time president ef the I.L.U., 
and John J. (Gene) Sampson, 
leader of one powerful local. 

Sampson’s vigorcus opposition 
to Ryan has won him many fol- 
lowers in the union beside those 
in his own local who object to 
what they term Ryan’s dictatorial 
rule. The rivalry has led to fre- 
quent disputes in union proceed- 
ings and, not unusually, to the 
use of force. 

Less than a week after ratifi- 
catio: of the new contract by a 
vote of 10,912 to 3593, Sampson 
formed his sympathizers in picket 
lines causing a work stoppage 
which Ryan described as an il- 
legal strike. Sampson countered 


factory contract on the union by 
rigging the vote and by other im- 
proper methods. 

The two-year contract arranged 
by the 125-man negotiating com- 
mittee, representing about 60,000 
Atlantic seaboard stevedores, pro- 
vided for a 10-cent-an-hour wage 
increase to $2.10, a minjmum four- 
hour pay guarantee and two hir- 
ing intervals, or “shape-ups” 
daily. Sampson declared the men 
demanded $2.25 an hour with a 
guarantee of eight hours and 
other improvements. 

Implications of Fraud. 

Whether his implications of 
fraud in the vote count are well 
founded is almost beyond specu- 
lation considering the violent his- 
tory of the I.L.U. and the often- 
disclosed record of crime and cor- 
ruption on the New York water- 
front. It is true that less than 
15,000 votes were tabulated in 
union balloting although 60,000 
members were entitled to pass on 
the contract. 

On the other hand, Sampson 
has declined to compromise with 
a recount, insisting his men will 
stay out. until the working agree- 
ment is repudiated and renegoti- 
ated with the shipping association. 
Ryan reported he would “break” 
the strike with fellow union mem- 
bers and permit the employment 
of non-union dock workers before 
he would yield ‘o Sampson. 

Meanwhile, New York police 
are massed at th- 171 major New 
York piers to prevent, if they can, 
the outbreak of what threatens to 
develop into a_ bone-breaking 
fight unless one side or the other 
gives way. 

It is evident that no union ma- 
chinery, even if it existed, could 
settle the dispute in light of the 
bitterness of the contestants. 

Possibilities for Settlement. 

No Government devices for 
peaceful settlement of quarrels 
before they reach strike propor- 
tions are in existence. Sampson 
has declared that he would “urge” 
his men to return to work if 
President Truman appointed a 
fact-finding board to review the 
rank-and-file voting on the new 
contract. He gave no assurance, 
however, that the rebellious steve- 
dores would follow his advice. 

The Federal Conciliation and 
Mediation Service gave up efforts 
to reconcile the rival I.L.U. ele- 
ments after a series of confer- 
ences with the leaders. On re- 
tiring from the mediation, Clyde 
M. Mills, assistant director, de-

They are refusing 
ito work it further on a collective 
basis. It was, in effect, an agri- 
cultural strike. 

The district authorities retali- 
ated by forbidding them to set 
foot on the land. They are heav- 
ily fined if they do. Laborers 
from the Dalmatian coast have 
been transported to the region to 
gather the corn. 

However, in some _ villages, 
peasants have been able to re- 
cover all their property from 
some small collectives which 
have practically gone out of ex- 
istence,

$6 ISE after the event,” you 
Wiz in the spirit in which 


you alude to locking the 


stable door after the horse is 
stolen. And for centuries Amer- 
ican and British writers’ before 
them have quoted the old prov- 
erb, “It is easy to be wise after 
the event.” 

In English literature, the allu- 
sions to wisdom after the event 
are varied and colorful, if not as 
succinct as the American, Henry 
Ward Beecher’s phrasing, “Their 
hindsight was better than their 
foresight.” The dramatist Ben 
Johnson gave it dramatic expres- 
sion: in what seems to be its 
earliest recorded usage in Eng- 
lish, in his comedy, “The Silent 
Woman,” which dates 1609: 

“Away, thou strange justifier 

of thyself, to be wiser than 
thou wert, by the event.” 

However, 2000 years before 
Jonson another playwright wrote, 
“You are wise after the event.” 
The playwright was Sophocles, 
the vehicle his “Antigone,” a 
tragedy which is still performed 
on the stages of the present day. 

Ahalf century before Sophocles 
a Sicilian poet, Epicharmus, 
wrote in one of his philosophical 
tracts of which a fragment re- 
mains, ‘‘A wise man must be wise 
before, not after the event.” 

But this is not all we have to 
prove that this is no new idea. 
Homer made a similar observa- 
tion in the “Iliad,” which he pro- 
duced sometime around 1000 
B.C.: “After the event, even a 
fool is wise.”

‘6 M AYBE you could give some light on what causes s0 
many of us old maids.”

George: Packwood Decided to Make Industrial Skin Cleansers, Became L

HEN George Horatio Pack- 
: wood happened to wash his 

hands one day back in 1913, 
two things” happened. He got 
raw red hands, and along with 
them a million-dollar idea. 


Today millions of workers in 

America’s factories, mills and of- 
fices can be glad that he got both. 
Because as a result they are now 
able to wash their hands after a 
,hard day’s work and get the dirt 
off without taking a layer or so 
of skin off with it. It wasn’t al- 
ways that way. 

Packwood, who is president of 
the Packwood Manufacturing Co. 
here, the world’s leading pro- 
ducers of industrial skin cleans- 
ers, was working as a signal con- 
struction foreman for the Frisco 
railroad when he got his big idea. 

He had been doing some work 
in the railroad’s shops at Spring- 
field, Mo., and when he got 
through he washed his hands in 
the shop washroom, using soap 
provided for the purpose. It 
didn’t exactly take the hide off, 
but he got the distinct impression 
it was doing its best to. Look- 
ing around, he noticed that the 
hands of the workmen in the 
shops were raw and irritated. 

This, it should be pointed out, 
was no condemnation of the 
Frisco. As a matter of fact they 
were being more thoughtful of 
their employes than most indus- 
trial plants of the period in even 
providing soap. In those days 
factories and shops took the atti- 
tude it was up to the workman 
to provide his own washing-up 
facilities, which was why the 
greasy handed mechanic was. a 
familiar sight on the streetcar at 
the close of every working day. 

The Frisco not only provided 
soap, but it provided the best 
soap available for the purpose in 
those days. Which meant that to 
remove the grease and grime 
from a worker’s hands it had to 
strong. 
much to wash the dirt off as to 
sort of eat it off. 

So when Packwood felt the 
chemicals in the soap eating 
away at his epidermis, he said 
to himself, it must be possible 
to develop something that will 
clean a workman’s hands without 
ruining them at the same time. 

Packwood stowed the thought 
away in the back of his mind 
for future development and it 
wasn’t for some five years or 
more that he went to work on 
it.

“But I never forgot about the 
soap business,” Packwood ex- 
plains. “I rented a loft in the 
neighborhood. of Grand and Olive 
and went to work to develop 
a skin cleanser — we don’t call 
it soap.” 

Packwood knew nothing what- 
ever about soap except that he 
wanted to make some. So he 
went to the public library at 
night and studied. On alternate 
nights he would work in the 
loft, mixing formulas. “I got to 
be a pretty fair chemist,” he 
grins, “just from studying and 
experimenting.”

N 1926 he developed what he 
| catied Formula Number One. 

When he had it ready to mar- 
ket he went to Smith and re- 
signed. 

“Engineering is all right,” he 
told him, “but engineers are too 
ethical. They’re too much like 
doctors where advertising is con- 
cerned. So if 1 stay in engineer- 
ing I can’t advertise myself or 
my projeet. Whereas in the busi- 
ness world, if you perfect some- 
thing good, you can get up on 
the housetop and flap your wings 
and crow about it.” 

Packwood wanted the world to 
know about Formula Number 
One. He went forth to sell it. 
But the factories he called on in- 
formed him they hadn't the 
slightest interest in whether the 
employes washed their hands be- 
fore they went home at night. 

“That was quite a blow,” ad- 
mits the man who had fondly 
imagined that big factories were 
sitting around chewing their nails 
waiting for someone to come 
along with a better soap. But 
Packwood, as you will realize, is 
not a man who gives up easily. 
Neither is he a man who kids 
himself. 

He persuaded a few companies, 
among them Union Electric, to 
try it out. And he was the first

to admit that it wasn’t all he 
thought it would be. It reversed 
the faults of the old time soaps. 
It didn’t hurt any one’s hands. 
It didn’t get them clean, either. 
a, ae 

O it was back to the loft, and 
S back to work to get money to 

experiment with. He took a job 
as a consulting engineer for an in- 
surance company, investigating 
accidents in large plants, and at 
night he worked on his cleanser. 
In time he felt he was making 
progress, but he needed more 
money than he was fhaking to buy 
equipment. All he had at,the 
time was a hand-operated mixing 
machine he built himself. 

“It was atound 1928 or there- 
abouts I took in some stockhold- 
ers,” said Packwood with the ex- 
pression of a man who had tried 
stockholders once and that was 
enough. “I raised $7000. I lost 
the majority of the stock, but I 
had a voting arrangement which 
gave me the power of veto. They 
gave me a $1000 to buy equip- 
ment, and they were going to 
take the other $6000 and put on. 
a big advertising campaign, start- 
ing in Peoria, I told them they 
were foolish, they couldn't do 
anything on $5000. They told 
me to make soap and they'd run 
the business. 

“Well, we were soon $20,000 
in the red. I exercised my veto, 
but they were ready to quit any- 
way. They said ‘you’re dead’ and 
got out. I gave them notes for 
their stock. 

“Well, this was right in the be- 
ginning of the depression. So 
I set out to sell soap. I hired 


one man to work for me, and. 


I’d spend two to three months 
on the road, selling it wherever. 
I could. 


“Finally I decided the thing 


to do was go to New York and 
interest some of the big manu- 
facturers and oil compenies. Also, 
there were a lot of clean restau- 
rant and clean filling station 
campaigns going on about that 
time, and_I had an idea these 
places should provide soap. 

“So I set out for New York. 
I had a Model A Ford, and exact- 
ly $4.85 in my pocket. I would 
ship a bunch of soap ahead. 
Then I would start driving to 
that town. When I got there I 
would peddle soap. I'd pay six 
bits a night for a place to sleep, 
and I ate rolls and hamburgers. 
Many times I had to peddle 
soap first to get enough to eat 
and .sleep. But I got there.” 

One of Packwood’s ideas was 
to persuade the big oil compan- 
ies. to put his soap in their 
washrooms. So he started with 
Vacuum Oil. He. went to their 
main offices and looked at the 
directory. A Mr. Joe Taylor was 
in charge of all purchasing. He 
got on the elevator and went 
up. He told Mr. Taylor’s recep- 
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HONESTY. 


tionist he wanted to see Mr. 
Taylor. About selling him some 
soap. She gave him a long look. 
“Are you really going to see Mr. 
Taylor?” she asked incredulous- 
ly. Packwood said he was. She 
just shook her head. 


“Fortunately,” Packwood re- 
calls with a chuckle, “Joe Tay- 
lor is a nice guy and the kind 
of man who will see anybody. 
I’ve discovered that’s true of all 
big men. The bigger they are, 
the easier they are to see. He 
said, ‘Don’t you know I have a 
whole staff of huyers who take 
care of things like soap?’ 


“TI said, ‘Well, I saw your name 
on the board downstairs, and here 
I am.’ ‘Then he explained that 
his company didn’t even operate 
any filling stations. But he did 
tell me who to go and see, and 
helped me to get off to a start.” 


Packwood called on the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
They told him they didn’t furnish 
soap to their employes. And even 
if they did, they would have to 
have dispensers. 

“Come back with a dispenser, 
and we might talk business,” he 
was told. 

“Never turn down a challenge,” 
Packwood says, “if you have a 
90-50 chance. Accept the chal- 
lenge and work like hell. I told 
them, ‘Okay, I'll be back tomor- 
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row with a dispenser’. 


He went back to his room, 
sketched a dispenser, and then 
took his drawing to a blueprint 
shop. They drew it to scale, and 
at 10:30 the next morning he was 
back at A.T.&T. They studied it, 
agreed it probably would 
work. 

“Now,” they said, “we'll want 
a sample.” 

Packwood had no money to 
build a sample, but he told them 
okay, he would send them a sam- 
ple. He came back to St. Louis 
and went to a tool and die maker 
he knew. “I can make it,” the 
man said. “It'll cost $1000— 
cash.” Packwood borrowed the 
$1000 from his landlady (“at a 
very high rate of interest, I might 
add, because she wasn’t certain 
whether she believed in me or 
not”) and had the dies for the 
dispenser made. He sent it to 
A.T.&T. and it was accepted. 

He got an oil company to fi- 
nance him in making 3000 soap 
dispensers, and he was off to a 
start. His first big business was 
in supplying dispensers and soap 
to oil companies for use in their 
filling stations. Nearly every 
filling station between Denver 
and the East Coast had a Pack- 
wood dispenser filled with Pack- 
wood cleanser in the washroom. 

But when the chain store tax 
laws came along, compelling the 
oil companies to lease their fill- 
ing stations, he found his custo- 
mers divided up into thousands of 
individual filling station lessees.

AS THE STORY was told ‘us 
the other day by John H. Mele- 
tio, son of William and now pres- 
ident of the company, his father 
one day got a barrel of Missis- 
sippi river catfish and decided to 
see what he could do with them. 
Leaving the oysters and the pro- 
duce, he loaded the barrel onto a 
wagon and sold those catfish in 
restaurants, taverns and other 
places all the way to Alton, 


“There were plenty of repeat 
orders, and he began to handle 
other fresh fish from the river,” 
Jack Meletio said. “Soon the pro- 
duce business was pushed aside. 
My father hired another man to 
pack fish orders while he went 
out and sold them. That man, 


Adolph F. Kasten, is 77 now and 
he’s still going strong with us. 
My father died Oct. 27, 1950.” 


Although that first barrelful of 
catfish was from the fresh waters 
of the Mississippi river, the busi- 
ness eventually becanie one of 
bringing to us Midwesterners 
more and more of the salt-water 
sea food always enjoyed by those 
who live closer to more water 
than we do. 


“It took from 1890 to 1917— 
twenty-seven years of hard pio- 
neering—for my father to put 
over the story that people in an 
inland market could buy and en- 
joy salt-water fish, just like the 
people on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific Coasts and the Gulf of Mex- 
ico,” Meletio told us.

pounds, and swordfish, which go 
from 150 to 225 pounds. (That’s 
minus the sword—a_three-foot 
long beak and very sharp.) The 
smallest fish 
than sardines, we suppose—are 
smelts, which run about 12 to 
the pound. 


The Meletio firm sells more 
than 60 tons of sea food every 
week. About 85 per cent of the 
fish comes from salt water and 
only about 15 per cent from 
fresh water. And “far less than 
one per cent” of the total comes 
from the Mississippi, Missouri 
and other nearby rivers. There 
just aren’t enough fish around 
here fer big-scale commercial 
purposes, it seems.

THE MELETIO FISH story was 
an undoubted success story in 
1937.

“We could see that packages of 
frozen fish fillets should quickly 
gain the housewife’s favor be- 
cause of their economy and their 
saving in time and work,” Jack 
Meletio said. “So we introduced 
them into just about every eating 
place in the city. 


“We soon found that something 
was wrong. When it came time 
for repeat orders, they didn’t 


come in as rapidly as we had ex- 
pected. 


“My father went out to find 
out what had happened. He 
talked with the chefs in the ho- 
tels and restaurants and discov- 
ered that the fillets themselves 
were fine—that it was the bread- 
ing in which the fish were fried, 
the trimming, that was at fault. 
Everyone was using different in- 
gredients in different quantities. 
In most cases, it seemed, the only 
uniform thing about breading was 
its bad reception. Sometimes the 
breading would fall off the fish 
as it was served and sometimes 
the customers would scrape it off. 
And it was soaking up the cook- 
ing oil with bad results to the 
diners’ digestion. I suppese you 
could sum it up by saying that, 
all too often, breading had no eye 
appeal and caused indigestion.”

After a life of 116 vears and 
four months, the New York Sun 
was sold to another newspaper 
last year, and went out of busi- 
ness as a separate publication. 
The Sun was one of the pioneer 
“penny papers” in the United 
States. 

When it was founded, the Sun 
had only four pages; each page 
had three short columns. The 
original size of page may be com- 
pred to that of a sheet of busi- 
ness letter paper of today. 

The Sun was a success in its 
early years. In the first four 
months of life, it reached a 
daily circulation of 5000. Later, 
however, it failed to: keep pace 
with several other dailies, and 
was well behind them during the 
Civil War.
